HELENA, Ark., Oct. 4.—Confront­ 
ed with evidence pointing to the ex­ 
istence of an organization as an in­ 
strument of insurrection, Helena’s 
committee of seven today renewed 
its efforts to determine the source 
of agitation in the negro uprising 
which broke out 18 miles south of 
this city last Tuesday. 
Declaring the disturbance to be 
pronouncedly on the wane, except 
for the rounding up of scattered 
bands of blacks, military headquar­ 
ters at Elaine 
announced today an 
unconfirmed report that four or five 
negroes were killed last night at 
Lorn brook, seven miles distant. The 
announcement added that a machine 
gun company and a squad of infantry 
known to be operating in
